ORDER 


In the G.O. read above Government issued the special rules for the 
Kerala Part- time Contingent Service. Rule 5 (a ) of the Special Rules 
relate to qualification regarding age. According to this rule no person 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the posts in the service if he 
has not completed or will not complete 18 years or if he has completed 
or will complete 30 years of age on the 1st day of July of the year in 
which applications for appointment are invited , with the usual relaxation 
in the case of scheduled castes and scheduled tribes and other backward 
classes . The rules came into effect on the date of issue ic . 2-8-1975 . 
But the same has been published in the gazette, only on 2-9-1975. So the 
Subordinate Officers could notice it only after 2-9-1975 . In between the 
period 2-8-1975 and 2-9-1975 candidates sponsored by Employment 
Exchanges who were above 30 years of age were appointed in the 
Collegiate Education Department. Consequent on the publication of the 
G.O. in the gazette such persons were discharged of their duties. 
Appointment of overaged candidates might have been made in other 
Departments also till the publication of the rules in the gazette.

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Under the circumstances explained above Government consider that 
the discharge from service of the overaged persons appointed during the 
period 2-8-1975 to 2-9-1975 would be harsh and unfair. Government are 
therefore pleased to order in relaxation of rule 5 (a ) of the special rules 
for Kerala Part-time Contingent Service that the overaged part- time 
contingent employees appointed through Employment Exchages during 
the period from 2-8-1975 to 2-9-1975 and later discharged on account of 
being overaged will be allowed to continue in service. 

This order is issued under rule 39 of the Kerala State and Subordinate 
Services Rules .

The amendment is based on the decisions taken at the 23rd conference 
of Chief Inspectors of Factories held at Madurai in September, 1974. As 
expl wsion or fire , bursting out, leakage or escape of any hot (molten ) metal, 
liquor or gas are common in big factories, it is necessary that clause 2 (c) of 
the schedule should be amended . Also according to Rule 123 ( 1) notices of 
accidents and dangerous occurrences are sent only to Local Inspectors and 
Chief Inspectors. It is considered that such no.ice should be given to Deputy 
Chief Inspector also .

Now this indenture Witneseth as follows : 

1. (1) The Government grants unto the licensee the sole and 
exclusive licence and authority to collect tolls at ... 
ferry mentioned in the schedule A , as ferry charges at the rates specified 
in the schedule B hereto and not in excess tiereof. 

(2). The licence hereby granted shall be held and exercised by 
the licensee for a period of one year from 1st April 197 ......to 31st March ,

In case of any disputes ur der this Deed to submit 
decision of ihe Execujive Engineer, P. W. D. ( B & R ) 
whose decision shall be final and legally binding on the licensec . 

(5 ) To pay such higher amount as licence fee as may be fixe. 
the Government in case the ferry charges are increased under sub Clause 
above. 

(6 ) Not to assign , underlet or part with possession and benefit o 
the said licence or of the libcrties and privileges hereby granted or any 
part thereof without first obtaining the written consent of the Executive 
Engineer, P. W. D. ( B & R ) 

(7) To make his own arrangements for the safety of all the pro 
perties entrusted to the licensee. 

(8 ) To keep the ferry approaches and the ferry_always in Den 
and sanitary condition to the satislaction of the Executive Engincer, Public 
Works Department (Buildings and Roads). 

(9) Not to make or permit to be made under any circumstances 
any 

or additions to the buildings used as ferry heds without tho 
previous consent in writing of the Executive Enginçer, P. W. D. ( B & R ) 

provided always that if the licensee is permitted to 
make any alterations, the licensee shall not be entitled to any compensation 
therefor, or to remove the improvements made at any time 


(10 ) The licensce doth further convenent that he shall without 
failure conform to all the rules prescribed from time to time for manage 
ment of ferries in the Departraent and conditions of sale published , 
and further that in the event of any breach of rules or of any of the 
condicions of licensec, he shall submit to the penalties therein prescribed . 


III. The Governmenthereby covenants with the licensee, that the 
licensce paying the sums ofmoney herein before mentioned , at the respective 
times hereby fixed therefor, and performing and observing the several 
covenants and stipulations herein on his part contained , shall peacably hold 
and enjoy the benefit of the said licence and the liberties and privileges 
hereby granted during the term without any interruption by the department 
or any person claiming under or in trust for it.
